LIABILITIES 


General fund liabilities at January 10, 1962 con- 
sisted of withholding taxes due for the last quarter of 
1961 and a refund due to an overpayment of taxes. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Revenue derived from 1962 excise taxes has been 
carried forward to the 1962 fiscal year. Appropriation 
balances carried forward to the ensuing year amounted 
to a net overdraft balance of $278.16 and reflected the 
difference between overdrafts of $1,460.29 in education 
accounts and unexpended balances of $1,182.13 in un- 
classified accounts. 

At January 10, 1962, the Town had an unappro- 
priated surplus of $21,907.96 as compared with 
$17,627.49 at the close of the preceding year. Major 
items contributing to the gain were the gain on sales 
of tax acquired property and reimbursement of exempt 
veterans’ taxes as well as the unappropriated portion 
of the 1961 excise tax revenue. 


DEBT FUND 


The long term obligations of the Town appear asa 
Separate fund on the balance sheet. Annual payments 
on the debt were made from funds appropriated for that 
purpose. A new note for $1,000 was issued to provide 
additional funds for improvements to the school play- 
ground. 


GENERAL 


The 1961 commitment of taxes to the Collector 
was examined and reconciled with the assessment. 
Vouchers and payrolls were examined for a selected 
period and appeared to be proper charges to the 
accounts involved. Excise tax collections were checked 
with the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 
Trust fund pass books and investments were examined 
and found in order.

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REPORT OF THE GOULDSBORO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Be a 


As a result of the special town meeting on April 
14th, 1961, the assets and liabilities of the former 
Gouldsboro Volunteer Fire Department were assumed 
by the Town without change as far as operation is 
concerned. However, as an organization the Volunteers 
have continued to meet monthly for training, drill and 
discussion, and have maintained their treasury independ- 
ently of town funds. 


Prompt response to the 17 normal calls and one 
precautionary run may be regarded as responsible for 
holding down the serious losses to a single instance. 
Although the house was a total loss, the presence of the 
department backed up with reserve water protected the 
surrounding timberland. In the cases of two other houses, 
the fires were extinguished with only minor damage. Of 
the five chimney fires, one would almost certainly have 
spread to the entire house on an extremely windy night 
when other property would have been threatened. Last 
spring brought its usual crop of grass fires but none of 
these four were permitted to reach dangerous propor- 
tions. The two tank trucks fortunately could be driven 
close enough to three of the four forest fires to fight 
more effectively than would have been possible by back 
pumps alone, and in the fourth case they furnished a 
ready supply of water for refilling the pumps. 


Fire protection for the Town of Gouldsboro pre- 
sents an unusual challenge. Under these circumstances, it 
is generally believed that a department does well to 
confine the loss of the property where the fire originates 
and so there is a special responsibility for all citizens 
to see that fire is stopped before it starts. The Depart- 
ment has participated in observance of Fire Prevention 
Week in the schools, both elementary and high, and 
has encouraged the children in home inspection. Ex- 
perience in other places has shown convincingly that 
when homes are inspected, the expectation that fires 
might occur is reduced about one-third. In this way the 
school children join in an effort which in the end does 
reduce materially the chance of loss resulting from 
fire. 3 
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Thanks to a developed consciousness of the danger 
of fire, the Town of Gouldsboro enjoys an excellent 
reputation, as compared with others in the district, with 
respect to the observance of the requirement for burning 
permits. 


It is only natural that the men responding to the 
call of fire recognize sooner the need for obtaining pro- 
per equipment with which to work than the average 
tax payer who may be sitting comfortably reading this 
report. To meet this situation, the above mentioned 
treasury of the Gouldsboro Volunteer Fire Department 
is drawn upon as a “Discretionary Fund”,-and so permits 
the procurement of those articles considered necessary 
to increase efficiency without waiting for formal appro- 
val by the Town. It is the tradition of fire fighters to 
take action and then later ask questions. 


Over the years that an organization for the pro- 
tection of the town against fire has developed, it has 
been apparent that the essential element has been the 
willingness of individuals of widely varying capabilities, 
talents and temperament to work shoulder to shoulder 
in a common purpose. Each member is willing to give 
of his own in order to supplement the shortcomings of 
others. There is nobody who appreciates this spirit of 
teamwork more keenly than your chief.

A complete school health program has been carried 
out during the year, consisting of routine school inspec- 
tion of grade pupils, audiometer testing every two years 
of pupils above the 4th grade, Mantoux test for T. B. 
of 7 - 8 grades, of pupils working in the cafeteria. 15 
were tested all negative, iand patch testing of the enter- 
ing class for T. B. 19 were tested all negative. 

Four immunization clinics have been held at the 
school for the protection of your children against Dipt- 
theria, Whooping Cough, Tetanus, and Polio. School 
and pre-school children were invited.

GOULDSBORO ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORT 


The Gouldsboro Elementary School Program is 
slowly but steadily improving. The impetus for this step 
forward came with the erection, a few years back, of 
your modern school pbuilding which permitted the con- 
solidation of all the grades in one building. Improved 
playground facilities, provided this year through the 
efforts of the P. T. A. ‘‘Beano”’ committee, will immea- 
surably iadd to the success of the day by day functioning 
of the school. The present policy of retaining, when 
necessary, pupils in the primary grades, 1-2-3, will be 
reflected in more pupil successes as time goes on. The 
policy of advancing pupils by earned promotion from 
grade to grade will result in better pupil attitude toward 
his responsibilities. 


In spite of these educational gains, this is not the 
time to maintain the “status quo”. We must continue to 
move forward while staying within the bounds of ability 
to pay. Of course some of this advancement will come 
from within -- that is, adding depth and quiality to the 
teaching program itself. The ways and means of imple- 
menting this program is already under study by principal 
Whitaker and his staff. These deal now primarily with 
an improved testing program, the furtherance of ability 
grouping higher grade standards in the several subjects 
from grade 1-8, and the stimulation of better pupil atti- 
tudes toward not only higher educational goals, but 
personal adjustments to daily problems as well. 


An organizational improvement might come 
through the adoption of sub-primary program. This be- 
ginning grade, ‘as you know, is primarily a readiness 
approach in this business of adjusting to the learning 
process. The present arrangement of having the first 
grade by itself is a step in this direction and has some 
advantages. Sub-primary, too, has its place in a strong 
educational set-up. The major problem dealing with the 
addition of another grade is that of space. There is not 
the room available for this program under present condi- 
tions. There might be the possibility of building an 
another room, or even two, should there be an overall 
increase in enrollment in the immediate years ahead. 
Another plan might be the consideration of transferring 
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Grade 8 to a consolidated Area Jr. High School Pro- 
gram with its obvious advantages. 


This latter plan has my _ strong endorsement 
whether or not you adopt a sub-primary. However, 
should you participate in the area 8th grade, there would 
be room for sub-primary without building on providing 
the entering grade registrations do not continue to be as 
large as this year’s grade I enrollment of 26 pupils. 


Here is a brief summary of some of the advantages 
of an area grade 8 program. 


1. Grade 8 time all day -- not shared with 7th 
grade. 


2. Departmentalized teaching -- teachers hand- 
ling their special fields of subject matter. 


3. Team teaching. 


4. More use of Visual Aids, T. V., projectors -- 
slides --- movies.

Possible shop and hand tool experiences. 


Begin music (Band) program in cooperation 

with high school. 

9. Begin Physical Education Program in coope- 
ration with the high school program.

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FLANDERS BAY COMMUNITY SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT 


The Flanders Bay Community School District was 
organized under Maine Statute in 1950 for the purpose 
of providing a community high school serving needs of 
Sullivan, Sorrento, Gouldsboro and Winter Harbor. As a 
result Sumner Memorial High School came into being in 
September, 1952. 


At the beginning it meant not only the closing of 
two small high schools in membership towns plus an 
additional one in an adjoming village, but more impor- 
tant, it sparked a closer working relationship between 
neighboring communities with joint interests, namely, the 
need for improved educational facilities for the youth 
of the area. That this venture in cooperative manage- 
ment has been successful is a real tribute to the men 
and women representing their respective towns as school 
committee members and trustees over the years. They 
have reconciled their differences, they have cooperated, 
they have given of their time and energy while working 
for a common good. Perhaps in time this sharing of 
problems can be further extended to other matters of 
public concern within these same boundaries. 


During this past decade educational progress on 
the local scene was realized. School conditions were im- 
proved when compared with other years. The picture 
brightened. Your children were beginning to experience 
an even chance with youth of other sections, especially 
the more prosperous ones. But, during these years, other 
far-sighted communities also worked for self-improve- 
ment -- they built new school buildings, they consolidat- 
ed, they updated their programs; and, so once again our 
school community faces the challenge of change and 
progress. We must stretch and reach out still more if 
our youth of tomorrow are going to be in a competitive 
position in this ever-demanding cycle of educational and 
economic survival. 


Perhaps the best direction to follow now would 
be to recognize the importance of accreditation as ad- 
vocated by the State Department of Education in 
Augusta. This is a guide line to excellence, irrespective 
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of locality, and one that must be reckoned with in the 
future if we are to be concerned with college entrance 
requirements as well as standards of achievement. 


Accreditation will require ian expansion of facili- 
ties -- more space and equipment -- particularly for the 
divisions of science and industrial arts. Requirements 
also call for extra personnel to handle library and 
guidance departments. These, of course, are physical 
changes, real and tangible, and can be measured in 
terms of dollars and cents. 


Hand in hand with this physical progress must 
come ‘another, less evident but none the less valuable, 
resource, i. e. more pupil responsibility. There must come 
a quickening of individual pride and ambition if Sumner 
High School is to take its place among the better schools. 
This means that Sumner can and will demand higher en- 
trance standards; that it can and will demand more 
quality in its course offerings; it can and will demand 
that a diploma of graduation will come to have real 
significance in that it will measure and symbolize a 
standard of accomplishment according to the course 
pursued. 


Some of our school problems stem from a meager 
economic climate that in too many cases stifles ambition 
and hope. An upsurge of prosperity could almost over- 
night spark anew a hidden “inner urge” for self-improve- 
ment, leading toward a desire for even more schooling 
and training beyond high school, In time the way would 
be open for this same talent to remain in the area, contrib- 
uting further to its growth rather than looking beyond 
the horizon for good job prospects which are not here. 
A way must be found not only to updiate our schools 
but to updiate our economy, as well, if the Flanders Bay 
Community School District is to prosper and its schools 
keep pace with the ever-changing times.

An audit has been completed of the financial re- 
cords of the Flanders Bay Community Schiool District 
for the fiscal period January 20, 1961 to December 31, 
1961. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Treasurer of the District. 

The cash balance at the close of the year was re- 
conciled with the statement of the Union Trust Company 
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as of December 30, 1961. Receipts, disbursements and 
supporting data were examined. Unpaid accounts as of 
the closing date which were set up as accounts receivable 
were paid prior to the date of audit. 


The annual bond payments of $8,000 were made 
from funds assessed for that purpose. Interest coupons 
were checked and it was ascertained that sufficient funds 
were on deposit with the Eastern Trust and Banking 
Company to pay the balance of coupons outstanding at 
December 31, 1961.

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SUMNER MEMORIAL HIGH SCHOOL REPORT 


For Year of 1962 


No culture or society in history has ever experienc- 
ed more rapid growth and change than our present one. 
Our problems then are hardly one of stagnation but 
rather of adjusting social structures, and systems such as 
education - which, because of their nature, resist change - 
to this growth and change. If we could focus our historic 
telescopes and view the future nature of our society in the 
same way we can focus our astronomic telescopes and 
view the past structure of our universe then we could 
plan programs of adjustment for our educational system 
that would encompass the social probabilities of our 
culture. There is enough of a built-in lag in the organized 
forms of a culture so that educational growth, reform, 
and expansion demonstrate a cyclical response to new 
social demands. A period of satisfactory adjustment is 
followed by quiet orderly routine, then doubt and criti- 
cism, and then again to satisfactory adjustment. Edu- 
cation, then, every generation or so must all at once 
catch up to the world which has gotten ahead of it. Our 
present educational scene reflects this cyclical lag theory 
abundantly. Orthodoxy is no longer distinguishable from 
heterodoxy, saint from sinner, or prophet from professor. 
No one can foretell definitively the future shape of the 
society, and thus no one can construct empirically an 
educational system that will answer all the demands of 
that unknown society. 


This academic disquisition may appear abstruse 
and ill conceived for the purpose of this publication, but 
it is germane and it is of local application. Sumner High 
School, this minuscule educational ‘organism sheltered 
in its remote social backwater, is being moved and 
quickened by the currents and tides of change and re- 
volution in the same degree as the greatest city high 
schools of our urban nation. The complaint or plaintive 
query of “when are we going to stop changing the pro- 
gram” is an annual one of late and for good reason. The 
touchstone of urgent purpose has been applied to the 
traditional high school program and dissolved it. What 
was static and firmly fixed now slides and shifts like a 
melting mirror. There are of course certain eternal 
verities that we can cling to, for our education must 
envisage the production of citizens fluent in their native 
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tongue and aware of the mechanisms of society and the 
physical world. 


This then is the central problem of a community 
high school limited in enrollment, short of teachers, 
short of equipment and money, and with a distorted 
IQ curve. What is the best theoretic and the best practi- 
cal program of studies? How much training should there 
be in addition to education? Are we teaching our youth 
so that they can get into college, or are we teaching so 
that they can get a job? How many jobs can a small 
high school do well, and how many jobs are there for a 
small high school to do? In other words, to put the whole 
thing in the bare crude perspective of money the quest- 
ion is-how much education can we afford to buy? This 
ean be reversed, and should be, so that another per- 
spective is apparent -- how much education can we 
afford not to buy? It has been said repeatedly that Maine 
and this area in particular cannot afford the kind of 
education needed. This is of course true in one sense and 
completely ridiculous in another. Maine and this area 
in particular cannot afford not to have the best edu- 
cation possible. The best education possible is as neces- 
sary to the local communities as a parachute to a pilot 
at 10,000 feet without a plane. 


In view then of these considerations, how does 
Sumner High School stand for the future? What are its 
strengths, what are its deficiencies, and what are its 
plans for the uncertain future? Firstly, quality educa- 
tion at Sumner for college preparatory students is excel- 
lent. We can say this in certain pride because of the fine 
record posted by our graduates in a wide variety of 
schools and because of the record posted by our under- 
graduates in a_ series of national achievement and 
lability tests. We are at present deficient in space and 
equipment for science education in particular; for 
example, the present combination laboratory and class- 
room should be replaced by a separate and larger lab 
and a separate and larger classroom. A second serious 
deficiency is in the matter of available reading material 
for the English classes. We need to at least double the 
amount of reading done by our students. This cannot 
be accomplished in a library-poor area unless the school 
provides the supply of books. Progress, I might note, is 
being made slowly here. For the future we are revising, 
pruning, and adding to the course program at Sumner - 
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special courses in reading and literature, a new labora- 
tory program for biology, and perhaps a new course in 
economics suggest themselves as examples. 

Secondly, vocational and business training and 
education at Sumner must be improved and, more im- 
portant, changed. Home Economics, Business, and In- 
dustrial Arts all have fine programs and excellent 
teachers -- do not misunderstand me -- but there are 
deficiencies in our philosophy toward them and deficien- 
cies in the number and quality of students we feed into 
them. I think we are trying to kill three large birds with 
one small stone in our vocational courses. Firstly, we 
should provide a certain amount of career training for 
those going on to school in home economics and technical 
fields. Secondly, we provide terminal training in these 
courses for those not going on to school -- that is, job 
training. Thirdly, we expose a considerable number of 
students to this kind of education simply because we 
have no other place for them. Career education, job 
training, and ‘‘no place else to go” are all dumped 
then iin the same pot. 

Some of our difficulties here will be solved by the 
policy, already adopted, of gradually raising entrance 
standards which will eliminate those who can’t and won’t 
do high school level work. This is a big step forward, 
but a further improvement will be necessary. We must 
make provision for some of our college preparatory stu- 
dents to take career training in Industrial Arts, Home 
Economics, and Business; we must get a higher level of 
students who major in these fields for job training; and 
we must provide for a third track of students who are 
not at this level. At present we must continue to com- 
promise. With nine classroom teachers and allowing for 
the usual double periods in lab we can offer 49 class 
periods; two full tracks require a minimum of 45 class 
periods. This leaves little scope except through some 
internal jiggery-pokery. 

In the foreseeable future there are coming, as I 
have noted, some very drastic changes in secondary 
school education. For the next few years, however, as 
I have also noted, Sumner has made, is making, and will 
be making moderate program changes to anticipate the 
course of this educational revolution. There are certain 
fixed problems that cannot be fully dealt with in a 
school this small. There are other environmental factors 
that are impossible to change. On the whole, however, 
Sumner is doing an excellent job right now, but more 
will have to be done in the future.
